J o sh u a ’ s passage over the river 
Jordan w a s com m em orated by the 
erection of a m onum ent,

H e chose

from each of 
the 
tw e lv e 
tribes, 
w h o m he sent to the dry bed of the 
stream, b e tw ee n the div id ed 
w a ­ 
ters, to fetch stones for the 
bu ild ­ 
in g of this 
com m em orative 
pile. 
W h e n 
it 
w a s 
finished 
Joshua 
said, “ W h a t mean y e b y this 
ser­ 


v i c e ? ” and these are the words of 


the text. 
T h e 
preacher 
then 
proceeded 
w ith a description of the 
service 


of M em orial D a y . 
“ T h ir ty -fiv e years and more ago 


the clouds o f w a r were lifted, and, 
as an outcom e of the fearful stru g ­ 


gle, it w a s found that 
men 
had laid d o w n their lives, 300,000 
had 
becom e 
perm anent 
cripples 
and 1,000,000 w i d o w s and orphans 
had been left to the tender care of 


an u n d iv id ed nation.

w a s 
the 
most 
terrible 


struggle in the history of the world. 
B lo o d of the same 
race and 
kind 
w as 
fired, 
oMe 
m an 
against 
his 
brother. 
It w as a struggle to the 
death, each 
b e lie v in g 
himself 
in 


the right. 
“ T h e union w a s preserved, h o w ­ 
ever, and the principle for w h ich 
the 
struggle w a s carried on 
was 
sustained and the flag floats over a 


solid union.

“ T h a t 
w a s 
possibly 
the 
crisis 


period in the history of our c o u n ­ 
try, and w h a te v e r our country n o w 


is, it is the outcom e of that stru g­ 


gle. 
“ H a d 
the southern 
arms 
pre­ 


vailed w e 
never 
w o u ld have had 
the m i g h t y nation w h ic h w e have 
to d a y — so 
colossal in our propor­ 
tions, so irresistible in our strength 


that w e can dictate the 
policy for 
a 
w orld, 
and, b y our 
matchless 
arms have thundered at the gates 
o f the O rie n t, and are n e w solvin g 
the eastern 
question, as the g o v ­ 
ernments of the old w o rld look on 


in w onder. 
“ T h i s condition is 
m ade possi 


ble b y the 
prevalence o f the idea 
w h ic h w a s 
con ten d ed for in 
the 


civil 
w ar. 
It 
is, 
therefore, 
no 
w o n d er that the nation should d e­ 


clare a legal holiday in 
w h ich its 
people 
shall 
com m em orate 
the 
great achievem ents of that m i g n ty 


struggle. 
“.Jio greater proof o f the justice 


of 
the 
union cause 
is seen 
than 
n o w , in these last days, w h en the 
nation, called upon to confront a 
foreign foe, the men of the north 
and o f the south, w i th equal affec­ 
tion for the one flag, 
hasten side 
b y side to the utter defeat of 
the 
foreign en em y.

tion, then, to say that the men of

south stand as firmly b y the

The fact, says the San 
Francisco Bulletin, that the A m eri­ 
can members of the conference dis­ 
regard the fact that exemption will 
confer much greater advantage on 
Great Britain than upon her trade 
rivals will tend to create the im­ 
pression 
that 
the 
Anglo-Saxon 
members of the conference propose 
to stand by each 
other 
without 
much regard to the justice of the 
issues involved. 
This impression, 
if it exists, will defeat the purposes 
of the conference.

esteemed contemporary 
observes, it is in exceedingly bad 
taste for the letter carriers to talk 
of raising a fund of $200,ocx> to be 
spent in W ashington in pressing 
the bill for an increase of pay. 
Nevertheless, 
says 
the 
Chicago 
Chronicle, if the postmen hope to 
attain their object they will have 
to “ grease the wheels of legisla- 
tio i ” and grease them thoroughly. 
N ot being members of a trust nor 


interested in a protected industry, 
the letter carriers can’t get legis­ 
lation for nothing from a repub­ 
lican congress. 
They have to “ put 
up” for it. 
It may be bad taste, 
but it is business, and if the letter 
carriers are like most people they 
will 
prefer 
to 
infringe 
slightly 
upon strict etiquette in order to 
increase their income.

AN AGENT SUICIDES. 


His Predecessor Killed Himself Three 
Weeks Ago. 


The little town of Gumbo, Mo., 
twenty-nine miles away, on the 
St. Louis, Kansas City and Colo­ 
rado railroad, was awakened 
at 
midnight to learn of a tragedy at 
the railway station; that Albert 
Davis, agent for the Colorado rail­ 
road there, had shot himself in a 
vital spot in a similar manner as 
W m . Coulter, deceased,who killed 
himself 
three 
weeks 
ago, 
and 
whom Davis succeeded in his po­ 
sition, says the St. Louis Chron­ 
icle. 
It was given out that Coulter 
and his w ife’s separating caused 
the first suicide. 
It is the pro- 
foundest kind of a mystery, what­ 
ever caused handsome Albert D a­ 
vis to kill himself. 
Conductor Sam Burrell, of the 
morning train, 
arriving 
here 
at 
S :20 a. 111., brought the n e w s; also, 
lastest information that at 2 a. m. 
Davis was sinking rapidly, and an 
hour later lie died. 
Davis and Coulter 
were 
good 
friends. 
Since then lie has done a deal of 
talking about the horrible ending 
of his predecessor. 
It seemed to 
have most vividly impressed him. 
He was 
alone 
Sunday 
night, 
after 9 o’clock, working for the 
night man awhile, and then plan­ 
ned and executed the self-attack. 
Locking the doors 
and 
ticket 
window 
and 
holding 
his 
coat 
around 
the 
pistol 
muzzle, 
sup- 
po.st ciiy to deaden the report, he 
tired the bul’ct, just missing the 
heart, strikin;4 the spinal column 
and ranging up and forward, lodg­ 
ing in the right Uuig. 
Davis was single and under 28 
years of age.

sur ance on the claim that he made 
misr epr esentations in his applica­ 
tion for the policy, naming Amanda 
Ashfor d as his wife, when, in fact, 
she was not his wife, but was di­ 
vor ced fr om him. 
She sued the company and got 
judgment. 
The company appealed 
and the Kansas C ity cour t of ap­ 
peals r ever sed the judgment. Ther e 
was a second tr ial and another ver ­ 
dict for Mr s. Ashfor d. 
The com­ 
pany again appealed and yester day 
the appellate cour t r ever sed 
the 
judgment and r emanded the case 
for another tr ial. 
One of the impor tant decisions 
which was r ender ed r eiter ates the 
pr inciple of law so often declar eu 
by the appellate cour ts that an em- 
= ployer must fur nish his wor kmen 
with a r easonably 
safe 
place in 
which to wor k. 
This decision was made in the 
case of Jennie M. Har ney against 
the Missour i Pacific R ailw ay com­ 
pany. 
Her husband was a r ail­ 
r oad br akeman, and was killed be­ 
cause of a defective car . 
The car s 
he was tr ying to couple had their 
dr awheads 
smashed 
and 
wer e 
fastened together with a chain. 
His w idow was given a ver dict 
for $2,500 in the Lafayette county 
cour t. 
The r ailr oad company ap­ 
pealed on the gr ound that he knew 
of the danger and assumed the r isk 
when he went between the car s. 
The appellate cour t affir med the 
judgment of the lower cour t and 
says: 
“ 
The- r espective duties of 
master and ser vant ar e well settled. 
It is incumbent on the master to 
pr ovide the ser vant with r easona­ 
bly safe appliances, so as not to ex­ 
pose him to unnecessar y danger s, 
and on the other hand it is incum­ 
bent on the ser vant, while obeying 
his employer , to exer cise r easona­ 
ble car e for his own 
pr otection, 
and not heedlessly expose himself 
to obvious per ils. 
In this case it is not clear that 
Har nev knew of the defective car , 
and hence the r ailway company is 
liable.”
